a. The object was oval shaped; it left no vapor trail; no sound was 
noted and it was estimated to be at an altitude of 20,000 to 25,000 feet, 
Whe flicht was @ straight course evproxirately trom Northwest to Southeast and 
wes visible only while in the sun's rays. It was estimated to be travelliag 
at a rate 2 to 3 times faster than the conventional jet fighter.
